Infamous St. Valentine 
Day Massacre Avenged— | 
Gangster Meets Death 


CHICAGO, Feb. 15.— Dapper 
“Machine Gun” Jack McGurn, 
former Capone gangster, today 
received a comic Valentine and 
two shots in the back of the head, 
killing him in much the same 
fashion as seven George “Bugs” 
Moran gangsters died seven years 
ago in the bloody St. Valentine's 
day massacre of which he was 
accused. 

He “beat the rap” on the mass- 
acre charge by producing the now 
famous “blond alibi,” who later be- 
came his wife. She testified that 
she and McGurn were in a hoiel 
just south of the loop. 

The gangster's death came with 
the same dramatic suddenness as 
did the massacre of the Moran men. 


McGURN GETS IT 

While McGurn and two unidenti- 
fied companions sat in a second 
floor bowling alley at 805 Milwau- 
kee avenue on the near northwest 
side awaiting their turn, two men 
entered the place and ordered 
“stick ‘em up. Stand where you 
are.” 

McGurn, his back to the men, |

FRANCE today is experienc- 

ing the same economic 
terror that Canada faced in 
1931 and ’32. With this goes 
afeeling that her political 
leaders and government are 
inefficient and corrupt. Add 
to these misgivings the dan- 
ger of a rearmed Germany 
and a fear of being trapped| 
into a war against Italy, and| 
you get some intimation of 
the bitter bewilderment of 
the ordinary Frenchman. 

The fact is that France is begin- 
ning to suspect that even war vic- 
tories do not pay in the long run. 
More than seventeen years after 
the signing of the Armistice an in- 
telligent Frenchman studying his 
country’s affairs ¢s shocked to find 
France's na‘ional stock quoted at 
such a low level in the foreign 
offices and war departments of the 


world, 
He wonders if porsi 


not a little too big for France. He 
ques is if in a changing world 
his France has failed to’ move 
swiftly enough to meet the chang- 
ing moods. Or hes she fai'ed to be} 


sufficient'y s'ubborn? 
FINANCES ARE BIG CONCERN 
Next to the eternal quest’on of| 
security, France is n.ost interested 
finane’al affairs. Let us see 


France's gold reserve dropped 
from 82,000,000,000 francs—roughly 
$5,400,000,000—in March, 1935, to 
66 000,000,000 francs—#4,400,000,000— 
on January 1. This means that in 
10 months last year she lost a little 
over a billion dollars in gold re- 
serve, Some of this has been 
hoarded, but approximately a half 
was shipped to New York and in- 
vested in Wall Sirect. 

France is still on the gold stand- 
ard, but this does not mean that the 
little peasant with a hundred franc 
no‘e can go to his bank and get 
five twenty-frane gold pieces. He 
must take 220,000 francs to the 
Bank of France and there reccive 
one go'd ingot. He can do what he 
wants to with that. Of course the 


trick is to get the 220,000 francs 
~-$14,600. 

But more disturbing than this 
outflow of gold is the constantly in- 
creasing deficit in the budget, or 


annual expenses. In desperation 
Laval last year decreed a 10 per 
cent reduction in all government 
expenses. His 1936 budget shows 


000 francs will be balanced by his 
income—but there is one little 
“special budget” item of 6,200,000,- 


000 francs to s‘art with. This gives | 
a deficit of $400,000,000. Then to} 


this must be added other expenses 
that will add up to a total deficit 
for 1936 of not far from one billion 
dollars. 

Five years ago there was prac- 
tically no unemployment in France, 


and about one million workers |

from Poland, Italy and Eastern 
Europe were employed in the 
mines and in the lowly trades. To- 
day there are 440,000 registered un- 
employed, with possibly an actual 
total of twice that number. Strin- 
gent regulations have been decreed 
against foreign workers and some 
half-miliion have been\sent back 
to their native lands. 


LOYAL TO OWN FORTUNES 


With all this financial and busi- 
ness insecurity goes a vast political 
unrest. The May elections will 
probably clear up a good deal of 
this present uncertainty but it is 
doubtful if any single man or party 
can dominate for long the strange 
and difficult pot-porri that is the 
French Chamber of Deputies Its 
613 members are split into a mini-, 
mum of 16 parties—but their real 
allegiance is given only to their 
own individual political fortunes. 

Most important of the nationalis- 
tic, anti-Communist groups which 


have emerged from the French 
political muddle is the “Solidarite 
Francaise” league of French youth, 
with 400000 ardent members, pre 
sided over by Jean Renand, a 
minor-Hitler who was a World 
War major 

What the navy is to England the 
army is to France. It IS France-— 
the very warp and woof of her life 
and existenee, And it is a tragic 
fact that some little of the mood 
of uncertainty that marks the mind 
of France has crept into the soul 
of the army, that in turn has had 
a profound effect on the respect 
and fear that Europe has for this 
army. 

I have been told that in the 
February riots of 1934 French offi- 
cers refused to order their troops 
to Paris. The rioters, demonstrate 
ing against the corrupt politicians, 
carried with them the sympathy of 
the soldiers of France. 

A score of well informed French. 
men have admitted quite frankly 
to me during the past few days 
that French soldiers would refuse 
to march against Italy at this time, 
end any army commitments that 
Laval or his successor has made 
with England against Italy would 
not, nor could not, be carried out 
by France.

EXPERT GAINS | 
WORLD FAME 


tensive Study of Milk | 
Bacteria 


Setting a world record for the! 
counting of bacteria in milk, and! 
bringing the University of Alberta 
prominently to the attention of | 
world authorities as a research 
centre, N. J. Strynadka, now an in- 
spector in the Edmonton offices of 
the Dominion department of agri- | 
culture, and former student at the | 
University of Alberta has gained 
a world-wide fame among dairy ex- 
perts. The work for which he gain- | 
ed world recognition was done | 
while he was in the agriculture de- | 
partment of the university and was 
carried out under the supervision 
of Dr. H. R. Thornton, professor of 
dairying here. 

Prior to 1929 it was gencrally be- 
lieved that milk in the healthy 
cow's udder contains on the average 
approximately 1,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimetre (16 drops) al- 
though some investigators placed 
the figure at 2,500. 


RAISED AVERAGE 

In 1929 a Swiss dairy bacteriolog- 
ist, using a more refined technique 
of counting and working both in 
the United States and Switzerland, | 
raised this average to 7,500. 

So far practically all investigators 
had used a counting — technique | 
known as the “plate count.” On cur- | 
sory consideration it would seem 
that the logical method to use for 
this purpose would be a direct mic- 
roscopic examination of the stained | 
bacteria in the milk. But the prac- | 
tical difficulty arises that in this | 
technique only one thirty-thous- 
andth part of a drop of milk is seen | 
in any one microscopic field. To 
view enough milk to be of practical 
value would, indeed, take the pa- 
tience of Job. 


MICROSCOPIC STUDY 

Nothing daunted, Mr. Strynadka, 
while a graduate student in the de-! 
partment of dairying, University of 
Alberta, attempted an_ extensive | 
microscopic study of approximately 
one hundred such milks. Of some 
of these milks he examined as high 


is the most extensive microscopic 
examination of milk ever reported. 
It was found that this type of milk 


bacteria per cubic centimetre. 
These are, of course, not disease 
producing bacteria. 

There are two reasons for the 
low “counts” of previous investi-| 
gators using the so-called “plate 
count”. First, their method counts 
only the clumps of bacteria, 
not the individual and, second, not 
every species of bacteria grows 
on their plates. 


MOST ACCURATE 

Dr. H. R. Thornton, professor of 
dairying, University of Alberta, 
was asked to present a report of| 
this work before the convention | 
of the International Association of 
Dairy and Milk Inspectors, the} 
world's highest authority on the 
counting of bacteria in milk by 
direct microscopic examination, 
was that Mr. Strynadka’s work is | 
probably the most accurate count- | 
ing of bacteria in milk which has | 
ever been done.

JUST AN OLD FAMILY CUSTOM 

Mr. Woodsworth introduced his usual 
ceremonial amendment to the “address” at 
Ottawa, in accord with the old family custom 
which requires his group to show the country 
at every session that it is keeping itseif un- 
spotted from the political wickedness of the 
other parties and standing solidly for the co- 
operative principle of disagreement with every- 
body and everything in sight. 

He proposed the Commoners should con- 
demn the Government for not presenting a 
legislative program to ameliorate distress con- 
ditions and distribute wealth among the people. 

That is a kind of resolution that is about 
equally good anytime, anywhere. It does not 
in itself mean anything definite. But it may be 
supposed to mean almost anything anyone 
chooses to inject into it, except that the Gov- 
ernment of the day cares anything about dis- 
tress or the redistribution of wealth. 

Eight members thought this was a call for 
C.C.F. legislation or could be so construed, and 
voted for it. The other two hundred and eight 
present decided it was not of any practical 
importance, rejected it, and proceeded to busi- 
ness. 


TRY THIS ONE 

If Canada should borrow two hundred 
million bushels of wheat from Great Britain, 
that would be front page news, calling for large 
head-lines. Since Canada has plenty of wheat, 
and Britain has not, the transaction would ex- 
cite interest everywhere. Both Ottawa and 
London would be busy issuing explanations. 

France is proposing to borrow two hundred 
million dollars in London. France has plenty 
of gold, which for generations has been pro- 
claimed to be money, and the only kind of 
money worth anything. Britain has so little 
that iis money has been dissociated from gold 
and is not redeemable in that metal. 

And—of all reasons—the reason advanced 
for this proposal is that France can borrow 
money in London at 3 per cent but would have 
to pay 5 per cent in Paris. 

Yet the proposal has not excited any notable 
amount of attention anywhere. There are no 
reports of angry demands for explanation at 
Paris or London, The thing has happened so 
often before, that the essential peculiarity of 
the transaction passes without notice. 

But the peculiarity is there all the same. 
How comes it that France, with perhaps one- 
third of the world’s gold supply on hand, finds 
it cheaper to borrow money in a country that 
divorced its money from gold because it did not 
have gold? 

Somebody ought to take time out and tell 
us how that happens. And—while he is at it 
—-tell us what use gold is for monetary pur- 
poses if a country that has so much gold cannot 
supply itself with money, 


ATTENTION, LADIES! 

Sometimes an antiquarian emerges from the 
mists and vapors of the dim and distant past 
to make a remark of present and practical im- 
portance to those who live in the present and 
have regard to the future. 

Thus Dr. Currelly, director of the Royal 
Ontario Museum of Archaeology, steps out to 
say the women of the land are not tending 
properly to business, and that if they don’t mend 
their ways this Canada of ours is beaded for 
destruction. 

“We are a nation of dyspeptics,” declares the 
doctor feelingly. “Others will drive us out if 
they have more energy. If we do not encourage 
a better diet, we will not hold the country, Food 
is the basis of all work.” 

There is something for the hash-makers to 
think about. 
with the stomachs of their husbands and the 
destinies of the Dominion. More and better 
cooks is what this country needs, and if it 
doesn't get them it is probably doomed, 

And consider where this warning comes 
from, and what stands behind it. It carries the 
imprint of authority. It is the product of deep 
study of dead civilizations, The implications 
are terrible, The Romans, we may infer, 
softened, weakened and went under because 
their women folk did not know how to fry 
beefsteaks, Babylon maybe went down and

NO INFORMATION 

It is not the proper business c. the legisla- 
ture to ask, or the public to know, the reasons 
for the dismissal of W. D. McLean as King’s 
printer, of William Anderson as deputy minister 
of trade and industry, of Alex. Ross as chair- 
man of the compensation board, of F. Smailes as 
civil service commissioner, of Colin Groff as 
publicity commissioner, of Henry Brace as 
superintendent of insurance, of H. G. Scott as 
police magistrate at Calgary, of D. E. MacDonald 
as buildings superintendent, or of Stanley 
Clarke as game commissioner. 

Fifty-three Government supporters, all those 
present, stood up to say this information shall 
not be brought down in the legislature and thus 
made public. 

It was fitting that the vote was taken with 
no attempt to justify the refusal. There being 
nothing to be said in defence of the refusal, 
nothing was said. The silence on the subject 
was eloquent. 

If this is correct procedure, every previous 
Government of this province and every Govern- 
ment that has held office at Ottawa has been 
under a misapprehension. It has been assumed 
hitherto in both places that where important 
officials were dismissed the public representa- 
tives had a right to ask, and be told, why. 

The rule now established in Alberta is that 
the Ministers may dismiss whom they please, 
and as many as they please, and their support- 
ers will promptly steam-roller any request 
from a member of the legislature to be told why 
it is done. 

Since the information is refused, the public 
will of course have to draw their own conclu- 
sions as to why these dismissals were made.

you know how to make a signal of distress that 
an air pilot may recognize? 


This is it. Build a fire near water. Send up 
black columns of smoke by using green spruce 
or balsam boughs. Keep repeating the smoke 
signals until answered. . 

If in winter time and fires are not possible, 
plant three small evergreen trees on the ice in 
triangular fashion. Any air pilot will know 
what that means. Better still if you can, send 
up some smoke to attract attention. 


If in a canoe when an airplane sweeps over 
the sky, and you want help, paddle your canoe 
round in circles, The pilots of the north are 
always on the lookout for distress signals. 

Sitting in the Press Gallery of the Legisla- 
ture last Monday when Mr. D. M. Duggan, Con- 
servative leader, bruught before the House the 
impropriety of Major C. H. Douglas making a 
newspaper attack on Premier King and ventur- 

ying to speak for the provincial government 
while a paid servant of the Alberta public, and 
while the province is dependent on Ottawa for 
financial help, brought me a memory of an 
occasion when I was representing Vancouver 
City in the British Columbia Legislature, about 
1920. 

At that time the province was maintaining 
an expensive building in the London Strand, 
known as B.C. House. It housed an expensive 
staff headed by an Agent-General at $10,000 a 
year salary and expenses. I had been in Lon- 
don and gleaned the impression that B.C. House 
was used chiefly for afternoon teas and social 
purposes, I found where it could be rented to 
advantage and this heavy liability turned into 
an asset. When the vote for the maintenance 
of B.C. House came up, I argued against the 
vote to such effect that it only passed by a 
majority of two. 

I was not in the good graces of my party at 
the time, owing to a painful duty but recently 
performed, involving the making and support- 
ing of a charge against one of the Ministers, 
which forced his retirement. Accordingly, the 
Agent-General, Mr. F. C. Wade, K.C., wrote a 
letter from London to the B.C. papers attacking 
me for so nearly cutting off his salary and de- 
priving him of his palatial surroundings. 

It seemed to me he had a right to attack me. 
As editor of the Vancouver Sun he had pre- 
viously had me cartooned as a snake, and had 
likened me to one of the Lord’s disciples—with 
an utter disregard of the feelings of Judas 
Iscariot. But the late Hon. John Oliver, who 
was Premier at that time, himself brought the 
matter up on the floor of the House and 
publicly reproved the Agent-General for ven- 
turing while a paid servant of the province to 
attack an elected member. It wasn't done for 
love of me, though later Mr. Oliver and I be- 
came véry close friends. It was solely in vin- 
dication of a constitutional principle. 

Curiously enough, after bearing the burden 
of repeated losses year after year, the B.C. 
Government two years ago did as I had urged 
many years before. It closed B.C. House and 
placed it in the hands of rental agents, with 
advantageous results. 

I came across a retort courteous—or a retort 
oblique—the other day, that was uttered in the 
heat of an election at Oxford in 1859.

Relieving Nervousness 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Nervousness is commonly produced by 
mental or emotional causes, but in addition to 
these mental causes, there are certain physical 
causes capable of inducing nervousness to- 
gether with its varied assortment of symptoms. 
The average nervous patient may drift into the 
conviction that nervousness 
cannot be relieved, whereas 
nervousness can be cured. It 
can be entirely overcome and 
the patient will then be free 
from his previous symptoms 
with a consequent gain in 
comfort and effectiveness. 

Neurasthenia has been 
called The Great American 
Disease. I believe that its 
frequency is due in a large 
measure to the living habits 
of the average person. These habits 
which pave the way for the development of 
nervousness are: the use of an incorrect diet 
which consists of too large a quantity of the 
foods which are nourishing, these foods being 
used at the same time that the vegetables are 
neglected; sluggish elimination; insufficient 
exercise; and mis-use of stimulants. The exces- 
sive use of such stimulants as tea, coffee, 
tobacco and alcoholic beverages may result in 
nervous irritability, whereas moderate use 
may produce no noticeable symptoms. 

Some of the physical causes of nervousness 
include eyestrain, hemorrhoids, prolapsus and 
pelvic disorders. The patient suffering from 
eyestrain is particularly likely to exhibit many 
symptoms of nervousness which will fail to 
yield to treatment until the eyes are properly 
fitted with glasses. I have found that hem- 
orrhoids are also productive of nervous symp- 
toms, which will not disappear until the cause 
is removed. Prolapsus is capable of producing 
noticeable nervous symptoms, especially in 
women, because of the pressure of the sagging 
organs upon the delicate nerves of the pelvic 
region. 

The symptoms of nervousness are varied, 
however, the most prominent symptom is gen- 
erally a tired sensation. The patient becomes 
tired after slight activity and undoubtedly, 
fatigue is one of the symptoms almost univers- 
ally found among patients complaining of 
nervousness. Another symptom which is fre- 
quent is a sensation of weakness, the normal 
sensation of strength being replaced by a feel- 
ing of weakness or lack of strength. It is 
characteristic of the nervous patient that he 
feels pain or discomfort of any kind, more 
keenly than the average individual. Other 
common symptoms are: headache, various 
shifting pains whcih appear in one part of the 
body and then another; rapid beating. of the 
heart occurring at intervals; a feeling of pres- 
sure in the head, etc. 

One point not generally understood by the 
nervous patient is that his nerves are strong, 
just as strong as those of anyone else. There 
is no evidence to believe that the nervous 
patient is suffering in any way from “worn- 
out” nerves. If you examined the nervous sys- 
tem of a nervous patient under the microscope, 
you find that the nerves themselves appear 
entirely healthy. The nerves of the neuras- 
thenic look just as strong, are in just as good 
a working condition, as the nerves of the, per- 
son untroubled by nervous disturbances. The 
nerves are all right, perfectly sound, com- 
pletely normal, and look just like any other 
nerves. They show no depletion, no sign of 
exhaustion, no inflammation, that is, no change 
in any way. They are similar to ordinary 
nerves, being sound and whole. Let you who 
are “bundles of nerves” take heart from this 
—your nerves are strong, healthy, intact. Do 
not go on believing that your nerves are tired, 
or exhausted for you will be far closer to the 
truth when you believe that the nerves them- 
selves are in a healthy condition, Try to get 
this picture of the nerves as being normal! in 
every way and probably you will derive an im- 
mense amount of reassurance from a picture 
of that kind.

A Day in Canadian History 


Tomorrow (Sunday) will be 
the anniversary of a day in 1849 
when a duel between two parlia- 
mentary leaders was only pre- 
vented by the action of the 
Speaker of the Assembly. Dur- 
ing a debate on the rebellion 
losses bill, Hon. W. H. Blake, the 
Solicitor General (and father of 
Hon. Edward Blake) was defend- 
ing the bill when he was inter- 
rupted by Sir Allan MacNab with 
the assertion “Those who support 
this bill are rebels.” To this Mr. 
Blake retorted: “A rebel] is one 
who opposes the legitimate will 
of his country. It is you who are 
the rebels.” Immediately there 
was an uproar. The Tories pro- 
tested vigorously. Sir Allan call- 
ed on Mr. Blake to withdraw his 
words; Blake refused, and the 
uproar grew stronger. To make 
things worse the crowds in the 
galleries took part, cheering and 
yelling and even fighting among 
themselves. The Speaker or- 
dered the galleries to be cleared, 
which was done with much dif- 
ficulty, and then, the disorder 
continuing in the chamber, the 
Speaker suspended the session, 

Next day the Assembly met 
behind closed doors. When they 
were opened the House resumed 
the debate and Mr. Blake con- 
tinued his speech, declining again 
to withdraw. This caused renew-

ed turmoil and the galleries were 
emptied again, And then the 
Speaker informed the House that 
he had been informed that Mr. 
John A. Macdonald had sent a 
challenge to Mr. Blake to fight a 
duel, and announced that he had 
instructed the sergeant at arms 
to bring both Macdonald and 
Blake before the bar of the 
House. The sergeant went to 
both men’s residences with the 
mace and gave the message. 
John A. answered the call, an- 
nounced that he would be in his 
place at the next sitting and pro- 
mised that meantime no meeting 
would take place. But Blake fail- 
ed to turn up and the Speaker 
issued his warrant for his arrest 
for contumacy. The following 
Monday, Blake appeared at the 
bar of the House, apologized for 
non-response to the order; both 
he and John A. submitted them- 
selves to the House and promise 
ed that no meeting would take 


place. Then the Speaker order- 
ed the sergeant-at-arms to re- 
lease the repentant Solicitor 


General and the incident was 
ended. The duel did not take 
place. (For these details I am 
indebted to M. Acgedius Fau- 
teux, civic librarian at Montreal, 
whose book “Le Duel au Canada” 
is a treasure-house of information 
on the subject.)

RETAIL TRADE 

In Canada between 1930 and 
1931 there was the most severe 
price decline of the depression, 
but the volume of consumers’ 
goods distributed in 1931 appar- 
ently exceeded the amount sold 
in 1930, During the course of re- 
covery there is the constant 
danger that price advances will 
outstrip purchasing power and 
retard recovery, Swelling sales 
figures may be only a reflection 
of increased prices 

There are now _ available 
monthly sales records since 1929 
of three thousand four hundred 
and forty Canadian stores, stores 
which sold more than four hun- 
dred and twen‘y-two million dol- 
lars’ worth of goods in 1934, a

year of relatively low prices. 
From the data of these reports 
the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics has caleulated index numbers 
of the retail trade of Cenada. 
This index shows that the gross 
value of the sales of all the de- 
partment stores and chain stores 
reporting to the Dominion Bur- 
eau of Statistics was about 39 
per cent less in December, 1933, 
than in December, 1929. From the 
low it shows a gain of 14.4 points, 
or 16 per cent since 1933. Mark-

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Working The Public Both Ways

OF LIVESTOCK 


D. N. MacMillan, Lacombe, 
Thinks Business Could 
Be Bettered 


Alberta livestock business could 
be greatly increased to the benefit 
of both grower and feeder and in- 
directly to the province as a whole, 
it credits were made available to 
all those who have feed, but no cre- 
dit with which to purchase live- 
stock under the present system, de- 
clared D. B. MacMillan, Social Cre- 
dit member of the legislature for 
Lacombe, in taking part in the de- 
bate on the Speech from the Throne 
in the legislature on Friday. 

“In my constituency,” he ‘said, 
“thousands of cattle and sheep have 
been purchased in the south of our 
province where there was a feed 
shortage end are being finished for 
market by those having abundance 
of feed but without stock to con- 
sume the same. The scheme is 
working out very beneficial to the 
grower in the south who faced a 
feed problem and the feeder in the 
north whose feed had but litle mar- 
ket value.” 


CROP DAMAGED 


He pointed out 
severe frost and hail as well as 
drought, approximately 75 per cent 


of the crop was damaged making it, 


necessary for the government to 
spend hundreds and thousands of 
dollars in the purchase and ship- 
ment of seed and feed for our peo- 
ple, who otherwise would not have 
been able to carry on. He Jauded 
the agricultural department for its 
action regarding both feed and 
seed. 

Dealing with the question of 
credit, he said that “I believe it is 
a reflection on the intelligence of 
our people to tell them that they 
cannot: work out a system whereby 
the necessary transfers of credit to 
enable the grower and the feeder 
to bring the products together and 
thereby produce a finished article 
that will demand a price that will 
prove beneficial to both and do this 
without going outside this province 
to borrow money or bank credit 
and pay a high rate of interest to 
so-called money lenders, who in 
fact loan only figures in books and 
not only do we pay interest on said 


| figures but we submit to the dic- 


tatorship as to when these figures 
are available for the use of the peo- 
ple.” 

Mr. MacMillan declared that d‘s- 
pensing of credit must be removed 
from the hands of private institu- 
tions.” 


DISASTROUS PRICES 


“Practically every year,” he said, | 


“livestock is being marketed in 


some part of the province at prices | 
| that are disastrous to the grower 


solely because he hag not the feed 
to finish his stock while thousands 
of tons of feed are rotting in another 
part of the province because the 
feeder cannot obtain sufficient cre- 
dit to purchase this unfinished 
stock. Thus it will be seen that 
the produeer of livestock finds him- 
self in destitution in one part of 
the province, while the grower of 
feed is bankrupt in another part 
and thousands of consumers all 
over are going without meat of any 
kind on their tables. Surely we 
all realize that it is a comparative- 
ly simple matter to provide ample 
credit in these cases, if we can once 
remove the control of credit from 
the hands of a private monopoly 
and place it where it belongs, yn- 
der the direction of our new gov- 
ernment.”

Spanish chocolate is a delicious | 
drink made with both condensed 
and evaporated milk.

Any of the prepared milks can 
be substituted for sweet milk in 
almost any recipe.

SPANISH CHOCOLATE 

One square bitter chocolate, 4 
tablespoons condensed milk, 1 cup 
evaporated milk, 1% cups strong 
coffee infusion, few grains salt, % 
teaspoon cinnamon, few drops va- 
nilla. 

Melt chocolate over hot water. 
Add condensed milk. Add coffee 
slowly, stirring constantly. Add 
evaporated milk, salt and cinnamon 
and heat almost to the boiling 
point, beating with a rotary beater. 
Add vanilla and serve. The cinna- 
mon and vanilla may be omitted 
or just one or the other used.

Seven bills were given second 
reading in the legislature on Friday 
and now stand ready for clause by 
clause discussion in committee of 
the whole assembly. Little discus- 
sion took place, the opposition be-

One bill advanced was the Brand 
act, which provides that in cases 
where a person is charged with us- 
ing an unrecorded brand or with 
putting his own brand on stock 
which he does not own, without the 
authority of the owner, the fact 
that stock is found in the possession 
of accused upon which there is a 
brand shall be prima facie evidence 
that the same was placed on the 
stock by or with the authority or 
assistance of the accused.

Annual Report of Educa- 
tion Department Tabled 
In House 


During the calendar year 1935 
enrolment in Alberta schools 
totalied 167,954, a decrease of 
about 4,000 when compared with 
1934, according to figures con- 
tained in the annyal report of the 
education department, tabled in 
the legislature on Friday by Pre- 
mier William Aberhart in his 
capacity as minister of education. 
It is set forth in the report that 
there was a private school enrol- 
ment of 3,424 and he did not think 
the actual decrease would be more 
than 500 when all figures were con- 
sidered. 

The report deals with teachers’ 
salaries and shows reductions in the 
average teachers’ 
10-year period. In 1935 teachers re- 
ceived an annual average salary of 
$1,029.97 and in 1935 the average 
was $722.92. 

In the year there were 53 new 
school districts organized and 50 
school buildings erected almost en- 
tirely by voluntary effort; ~ 

The report also states that 
although the policy of giving loans 
to teachers in training was abol- 
ished frve years ago, there is still a 
considerable amount  outs‘anding 
due to unemployment and lower 
salaries, 

It is shown that in 1935 the sum 
of $45,267.26 was paid in principal 
and interest. More than 100 teach- 
ers closed out their accounts and 
365 others contributed sufficient to 
bring about substantial reductions 
in their liabilities. 


CURRICULUM REVISED 

Revision of the curriculum in all 
subjects throughout the 12 grades 
has been instituted by departments 
over the last two years. 

Included in the departmental 
report is the report of H. C. New- 
land, supervisor of schools, who 
states that the new general pro- 
gram recommented by the depart- 
ment, is built on the principle that 
education is a social experience in 
the course of which pupils plan, 
initiate and carry out co-operative 
projects. 

Motivation of the pupils is 
strengthened and the classroom 
work is_vitalized. through a variety 
of activities which replace the 
verbalism and repetitive book- 
learning procedures of the old 
course. The new program makes 
heavier demands on the ability, 


initiative and resources of the 
teacher. 
The Provincial | Technological 


Institute at Calgary showed an in- 
crease in registration of 32 per cent 
over the previous year, total enrol- 
ment amounting to 608. Courses in 
aeronautics and Diese! engineering 
proved popular.

SAYS FAIR

“I have known Mr. Justice Boyle 


| for 30 years,” said Governor Walsh, 
|“and I deeply regret the news of his 


death. He practiced law in Edmon- 
ton when I first knew him, and 
when he went into politics I follow- 
ed his career with interest. He was 
an astute politician and a capable 
attorney-general. On the bench, 
too, he was highly regarded for his 
own and his work's sake.” 


SOUND IN LAW 

Hon. Horace Harvey, Chief Jus- 
tice of the Appeal Division of the 
Supreme Court, who had known 
Mr. Justice Boyle since 1895, alsc 
spoke highly of the deceased jurist. 

“He was teaching school at 
Gleichen when I first knew him,” 
said the chief justice. “Since his 
appointment to the bench in 1924 
he has served faithfully and well, 
his decisoins 
have been very acceptable to the 
supreme court of Canada, which 
has frequentiy restored them after 
being reversed by our own appeal 
court.” 

Mr. Justice C. R. Mitchell, who 
had been in the legislature when 
Mr. Justice Boyle was a_ private 
member and later attorney general, 
and who was himself a member of 
the Sifton cabinet as _ provincial 
treasurer at the time Hon. 
Boyle held cabinet office, referred 
to his colleague’s work in feeling 
terms. 

“Mr. Justice Boyle was always an 
indefatigable worker,” said Mr. Jus- 
tice Mitchell. “He was a man of 
keen insight into public affairs, al- 
ways a useful member in the legis- 
lature and government, and a good 
man to work with. His service on 
the bench has been in keeping with 
his record in legislative service. 
Personally I feel that I have lost 
one of my best friends.” 


GOOD OPPONENT 

Another former member of the 
legislature, who had been in oppo- 
sition to the late Mr. Justice Boyle, 
was Mr. Justice Ewing. 

“We have been good friends for 
30 years,” said Mr. Justice Ewing, 
“and the fact that when we both 
got into politics we sat on opposite 
sides never interfered in any way 
with our friendship.... In his 
death the province loses one of its 
best known and sturdiest figures.” 

Mr. Justice Frank Ford also paid 
high tribute to Mr. Justice Boyle 
as a judge and a friend. 

“I have been closely associated 
with him both before and since we 
went on the bench, and I am sure 
that his service as attorney-general 
and as a judge will be long remem- 
bered by the public. \ Though he 
had been in ill health for a consid- 
erable time, the news of his death 
comes suddenly, and I greatly re- 
gret it,” said Mr. Justice Ford,

“It is with the sincerest regret 
that I learned this morning of the 
death of Mr. Justice Boyle.

BEULAH HOME OFFERED REFUGE 
TO 133 UNFORTUNATES IN 1935 


Beulah Home, haven for un- 
married mothers, offered refuge to 
133 unfortunates during 1935, ac- 
cording to the annual report re- 
leased today, disclosing it to be the 
heaviest year in the history of the 
institution. 

Of these 133 girl mothers 46 left 
the home and obtained work, five 
married, 52 went to the homes of 
friends and 38 remained in the es- 
tablishment at the year end. 


42 BABIES ADOPTED 

Of the 137 babies born in the 
home during the year, 42 were 
adopted, nine were given over to 
the Department of Child Welfare 
and 48 were taken and cared for 
by their mothers. Six deaths were 
entered in the records, that total 
being made up of two pair of twins 
and two other youngsters.
